and torn, th e rem ain s w ere positively 
identified as H arry W illiam s, a young 
w hite m an em ployed by Mr. Steele. 
T h ree bullet holes, tw o in th e b reast 
and one in th e back, told th e story of 
bis trag ic death.

Governor Hill was re­ 
elected in 1185 and 1888.and was 
elected to the United Senate in 
1891.

The American Brotherhood of Ce­ 
ment Workers will hold its conven­ 
tion at Milwaukee. Wis., September 2. 
The annual convention of the Inter­ 
national Association of Machinists will 
be held at Denver, Colo., on Septem­ 
ber 7. 
There is a movement under wa) to 
organize a building trade section of 
the American Federation of Labor in 
Fargo, N. D. 
The International Brotherhood of 
Painters and Decorators of America 
has increased its membership more 
than 6,000 since April I. 
The American section of the boot 
and shoe workers' international body 
now has more than $ 100,000 
in 
its 
emergency fund, deposited ami bear­ 
ing interest. 
In Harrisburg. Pa., a city ordinance 
has been passed, which prohibits the 
employment of foreign labor on any 
municipal work undertaken in the fu­ 
ture.
